In hopes that some uerbers will receive their SEARC Gar before 
the Simulated Umergency Test (szT) weekend, January 28-29, we will 
review the SET plans. The Pinellas County ameteur Radio smergency 
Service, muny members of which are elso SPaRC Repeater Team } embers, 
held a planning meeting at Henderson Fall January 6th. Present were 
John Komp uB4YTY representing Red Cross and kr. Jaues Smith, of 
Pinellas County Hospital Association. 


Red Cross Will be cooperating nation-wide during our SET. we 
can expect several messages between the Chapters, Division, area and 
National Headquarters. During our local drill, 1 to 4 P.l. Sunday, 
January 29th, John Komp will be at the Chapter to accept incoming 
Red Cross traffic from our radio operators stationed at W4GaC and to 
initiate outgoing traffic on behalf of South Finellas Chapter. 


The Pinellas County Hospital association hes requested us to 
activate amateur Radio stations at 16 hospitals. This should be an 
excellent excerise of our roll in support of the Red Cross Disaster 
Organization plan which calls for us to provide emergency medical 
communications. Eventually we expect these hospitals to furnish 
antennas, operating space, and emergency power for our Amateur Radio 
equipment which we will carry in when needed. Apollo Medical Center 
has already installed their antenna end it has been tuned and checked 
out by WB4PNV and WA4TIG, Radio Amateurs assigned to that site. at 
the other hospitals, we will have to do the best we can with whatever 
we can bring in. 


Each hospital will originate at least two messages, one of which 
will require a reply from another hospital. The messages will contain 
medical terms which may be unfamiliar to us. However, we must do our 
best to transmit the text exactly as written, receive it exactly es 
sent, and deliver it to the addressee promptly. The telephone switch~ 
board operator will be our contact: point to pick up messages for trans- 
mission and to make deliveries. Radio Amateurs will draft and trans- 
mit messages in 4ARRL form. Bring your own message blanks. It is 
suggested that pencil carbon paper be used to make a copy for your file, 
giving the original to the addressee. 


In addition to Red Cross and hospitals, we hope to contact 
municipalities, county, police, fire and Civil Defense officials to 
inform them of the SET and solicit messages from them. Also’ we hope 
to an information sheet to the newspapers before the drill. 


If you don't get your SPaRC GaP before the SET, at least this 
tells you what we tried to do! 


The Festival of States parades and Hurricane Classic offshore 
power boat races are coming up early in April and we understand that 
the St. Petersburg Amateur Hadio Club has been asked to provide 
communications. Look for additional information elsewhere in this 
issue and get ready for a real work-out end a fun time on this.

INTERCEPTION OF UNWANTED RADIO SIGNALS 


The radio signal reception conditions at a particular location are not 
necessarily stable. Two situations may arise: 


1) The equipment user may live in an area where the average 
television receiver has no difficulty in rejecting unwanted 
signals. The situation in the area may be changed by the ad- 
dition of a new station nearby, or by appreciable strength- 
ening of existing signals by increase in power of a given 
station. Under these conditions, the situation has changed 
from that of a location in the ninety-nine percent category 
where no special treatment of the equipment is required to 
that of the less than one percent category where special treat~- 
ment becomes necessary. 


2) An equipment user may reside in an area that is in the 
ninety-nine percent category having no strong unwanted sig- 
nals and later move into an area where strong radio signals 
are prevalent. The situation has then changed from that of 
being located in the ninety-nine percent category where spe- 
cial treatment of the equipment is not necessary, to the less 
than one percent category where special treatment is required 


In most cases involving the interception of unwanted radio signals by 

home equipment, such as radio and television receivers, there are other 
factors present which contribute to the problem, e-g., lack of adequate 
maintenance of the receiver, antenna and transmission line. After a period 
of time, the overall performance of equipment generally deteriorates unless 
regularly serviced. Antenna connections become corroded and antenna ele- 
ments bent or broken. The gradual deterioration of a reception system is 
not readily apparent to the untrained person. After a period of time, the 
quality of the desired signal is apt to become inferior and thereby make 
the system vulnerable to strong unwanted. signals. It is important, there- 
fore, that components of the signal receiving system be in good condition. 


Information concerning the above is not necessarily widely distributed or 
fully recognized by all manufacturers, dealers, and servicemen. The state- 
ment of a salesman or dealer that he sells good quality equipment, or that 
there is nothing wrong with the unit, meaning the equipment adequately per- 
forms its intended function, is not enough and avoids the issue. Persons 
experiencing this problem must fully recognize the situation involved. Re- 
gardless of the quality of the equipment, special treatment of it for re- 
jection of strong signals is essential in some localities. 


You are urged to bring this information to the attention of your serviceman, 
dealer, or manufacturer of your equipment.
